Shea's Body 


Is Sent Home 


The body of Thomas Shea, who 


died in the General hospital last Sat- 
urday 
from 
pneumonia 
contracted 


through exposure and from hunger, 
after beln% found unconscious on a 
roadside near town, was chipped to 
his home in New Haven, Conn. Mon- 
day afternoon. 


A letter has been received here by 


a reporter from 
Mr.<i Mary Shea, 


mother of the young man, in re- 
sponse to requests for further infor- 
mation relative to her son's mission 
to the south. 
Mrs. Shea, writes that 


her son left home on October 3rd in 
company with several chums, telling 
her that he was going to New York 
City on a visit for a few days. She 
said he was prepared for sucli a visit 
but that she was very much surpris- 
ed when she began receiving post 
cards from 
him 
in 
various towns 


throughout the south, even as far as 
St. Augustine, Fla. This was the last 
place from which young Shea wrote 
his parents. 


It is presumed that It was here that 


his money exhausted and he had 
started back home to reach there as 
best he could, and that he made it 
only as far as Danville when he con- 
tracted pneumonia from sleeping in 
open fields. It was also evident that 
he had much difficulty in getting food 
for when he was found lying dying on 
the Halifax road, he later gained con- 
sciousness Jong enough to .gtate that 
.he was very weak from lack of food. 
What had become of his chums has 
not been learned, as he did not say 
anything of any companions when he 
was found. 
He died on Saturday 


morning following his discovery on 
Friday afternoon. 


Mrs. Shea writes that she does not 


know of any reason why her son un- 
tertook sucb a long journey on'the 
comparatively little money he car- 
| ried. She states that he said he in- 


tended returning after his visit to

This state- 
ment, it Is reliably understood, was 
elicited when M. O. Nelson In the 
usual after supper discussion called 
the attention of the club to the fact 
that more tobacco was sold in Dan- 
ville yesterday than on any one day 
in the history of t*e Danvile tobacco 
market. Mr. Nelson went on to com- 
mend the additional or fourtli sale 
whioh has made it possible to cater 
to the farmers in a larger way than 
before.

Mr. Nelson's give to the people of 
Danville some conception of the great 
growth in the productive effort of the 
local mills and th" Rotarian in a ban- 
tering way reminded Mr. Nelson that 
the tobacco interests will have to look 
to their laurels unless they wish th?

Vote In Russia 


MOSCOW, Oct. 18.—In elections of 


of delegates to the vilage, provincial 
and government Soviets 
proceeding 


throughout Russia this month, a. large 
percentage of the Russians who. in 
previous years of the revolution, were 
entitled to vote, are now deprived of 
the ballot because, since the resump- 
tion of free trade, they have become 
"exploiters of labor.' 


The Soviet Russian constitution con- 


fines the right of the ballot to actual 
v.-orkers whether with hand or brain: 
to peasants and to soldiers. 
Many of 


those now "in trade" were, until this 
year, of necessity in these preferred 
classes. 
The government has issued strict 


instructions to election officials that 
the following persons must be pre- 
vented from voting- in this year's elec- 
tions: 
"Persons who employ hired labor 


for the purposes of profit: persons 
who live on unearned increment: pri- 
vate dealers, traders and commercial 
agents, clergymen, 
monks, 
arid 
all 


employees of religious cults."

American Grapes 
Grown In Germany 


(By the Associated Press.) 


XEL'STADT. Bavaria. Oct. 
Jg. — 


German grapes are now being grown 
here on vines with America^, roots. 
In waging war on the phylloxera, a 
tiny louse which feeds on the roots of 
grapevines, the state school for vine- 
yard construction at Neustadt has hit 
upon a grafting plan which promises 
to save Germany's wine industry mil- 
lions of marks. 


It was found that the vine-louse 


had no appetite 
for the 
American 


roots. 
Importation of entire Ameri- 


can vines was not regarded feasible. 
wine experts declaring drinks mnd" 
from the American fruit would find 
;.o market among G"rma::s. but ox- 
periments proved that ihe li^-proof 
roots f-ouM be successfully grafted on 
the German vines.
